The arguments in the quo wan-auto 


proceeding against "The Illinois Marriage 
Association," an incorporated institution, 
brought by W. C. Johns on behalf of the 
State of Illinois, upon instructions receiv- 
ed from Springfield, were concluded be- 
fore Judge Smith in this city last evening. 
Mr Johns was the only representative of 
the state engaged in the argument, and 
those opposing him on behalf of the de- 
fendants were Crea & Ewing and Nelson 
k Hundley. In the declaration filed by 
Ir. Johns was defined the manner m 
hich the association conducted its busi- 
ess. Those unmarried persons becoming 
nembers of the association, on paying 
ito the treasury one dollar at stated in- 
ervnlR, would, on being married, receive 


certain sum of money, not to exceed 


<H,000, from which it will be seen the ns- 
ociatiou was formed to encourage and 
promote marriage. Mr. Johns held that 
ho institution in its manner of doing 
business had demonstrated that it had ex- 
ceeded the rights and privileges conferred 
ipoii it as a corporation, and that it is m 
ell'ect an insurance company, and should 
be re-organized as such. 


Opposing counsel defended the busi- 


ness of the association, and cited author- 
ities in support of the arguments, which 
were exhaustive on both sides. Tho ar- 
guments having closed, Judge Smith 
overruled the demurrer and declared the 
association simply an insurance company, 
diltering from a life insurance company 
only in this: That it guarantees a live 
man a certain sum of money to be paid in 
tho event of his marriage. 


The defendants' counsel prayed for and 


was granted an appeal. The case will 
come up before the supreme court m Jan- 
nary. Meantime the Marriage Associa- 
tion will suspend business.

As stated the Canadian 
sued to recover his tflOfi, and Judge Smith 
alter haaring the argument* of Mills 
Bros, for the. plaintiff, and Mr. W. C- 
Johns, who appeared for the township, 
decided that as the notice calling the 
bonds had l*cii, in his judgment, irreg- 
ular, that the foreigner could recover. Su- 
pervisor Hill has notified Mr. Johns to 
take an appeal in this case.
